Local firm settles 
with EPA 


Officials at Dec-Tam, 10 Lowell 
Junction Road, an asbestos removal 
firm, settled a complaint against them 
by the U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency for $6,000 earlier:this month. 
According to the EPA, Dec-Tam failed 
to comply with federal regulations and 
did not take final air samples following 
asbestos removal at the Tilton School 
in Tilton, N.H., and Phillips Exeter 
Academy in Exeter, N.H. 

Carol Bateson, Dec-Tam’s CEO, said 
her company agreed to settle the EPA’s 
claim for a reduced sum along with “no 
admission of liability on (Dec-Tam’s) 
part” because the legal costs to fight 


the claim would amount to more than 
the settlement. 

“The violations were technical in 
nature and at no time were people 
placed in danger,” said Ms. Bateson. 

The town has employed Dec-Tam 
for asbestos removal at several school 
sites, said Health Director Everett Pen- 
ney. 

“They hold several contracts for 
asbestos removal in schools. They are 
a very reputable firm in town and 
we've never had any problems with 
them,” said Mr. Penney.

Fieldstone Meadows, a 59-lot subdi- 
vision off Dascomb Road near Lovejoy 
Road, was approved by the Planning 
Board in a marathon session that last- 
ed until midnight on Tuesday, Nov. 26.

Hewlett-Packard 

Corp. is working on 

a proposal to add 


450,000 square feet of 


office and research- 
and-development 
space to its facilities 
on Minuteman Road, 
off River Road in 
West Andover. 

The company 
already has 465,000 
square feet of build 
ing space on the 
property. The pro- 
posed additions 
would give the com 
pany nearly 1 mil 


lion square feet of 


building space on the 
site, 
Representatives 
for the company pre- 
sented preliminary 
plans for the expan- 
sion to the Planning 
Board on Nov. 26. 
The proposal is bro 


ken into two parts. 

Phase I would add 
one three-story, 
270,000 square-foot 
building and 900 
parking spaces. It 
could be completed 
by late 1993 or mid 
1994, Phase II would 
add another 180,000 
square feet of build- 
ings, more parking, 
and would not be 
completed for anoth- 
er six to 10 years. 


No funding has 
even been approved 
for the project yet, 
but the preliminary 
plans are needed to 
get a cost estimate, 
according to Janet 
Dale,, communica- 
tions manager, 

The additions, if 
and when built, 
would not create any 
new jobs at the com- 


pany, according to 
Ms. Dale, but would 
make room for 950 
employees to move 
here from HP's 
Waltham facility. 

HP employs about 
1,050 workers at its 
Andover facility, 
reduced from about 
1,200 just over one 
year ago. The compa- 
ny did not have any 
layoffs in that peri- 
od, but reduced its 
employment through 
a lot of “golden hand- 
shakes,” according 
to Ms. Dale, who was 
referring to early 
retirements. 

HP has applied for

Getting a 
tish-eye view 


Students from Sanborn Elementary 
School are visiting the Boston Museum of 
Science this week to see live telecasts via 
satellite of scientific explorations from the 
Galapagos Islands. 

The telecasts are the highlight of the 
Jason Project, an educational program 
specifically created to get students involved 
in the excitement of scientific discovery, said 
Ed Powers, a spokesman for Raytheon Co., 
sponsor of, the telecasts at the museum. 

Dr. Robert Ballard, oceanographer and 
explorer who discovered the wrecks of the 
RMS Titanic and German battleship Bis- 
marck, heads the Jason Project. Among the 
explorations planned by the Jason scientific 
team are dives to underwater reefs swirling 
with exotic fish, hikes along the rim of a vol- 
cano and up-close looks at iguanas, large tor- 
toises and other exotic wildlife. 

Sanborn students will be among more 
than 8,000 students in grades four through 12 
who attend the live, hour-long telecasts. 

An estimated 500,000 U.S. and Canadian 
students will gather at 20 sites throughout 
North America over the course of the two- 
week Galapagos expedition. 

Students prepared for the broadcasts by 
studying a special curriculum, complete 
with hands-on activities, prepared by the 
National Science Teachers Association. 

At the museum, Sanborn kids are watch- 
ing the explorations in an auditorium outtfit- 
ted with large video screens and a console 
that re-creates the Jason Project’s control 
room. During each telecast, selected students 
will talk directly, through a two-way audio 
link, with the scientists as they work. 

After the museum visit, students will be 
able to submit Jason-related questions on a 
computer network and receive answers from 
a scientist or other expert on a given subject. 
The computer network is being made avail- 
able by the Massachusetts Corporation for 
Educational Telecommunications, 

The Galapagos expedition almost had to 
be postponed when the barge carrying com- 
munications and scientific equipment sank 
and was lost just 10 days before the first tele- 
cast. Jason organizers scrambled to find 
replacement equipment and were able to 
keep the project to the originally scheduled 
dates. 

This is the third Jason expedition. The 
first, in 1989, explored the bottom of the 
Mediterranean Sea, The second, in 1990, 
explored two sunken War of 1812 battleships 
in Lake Ontario. 

Other New England broadcast sites for the 
Jason Project include the New England Sci- 
ence Center in Worcester, Woods Hole 
Oceanographic Institution and University of 
Rhode Island. 

The Jason Project is sponsored by the 
non-profit Jason Foundation for Education, 
headquartered in Waltham, Raytheon sup- 
ports education programs that promote sci- 
ence and math skills and encourage students 
to pursue careers in the two disciplines, Mr. 
Powers said.

was an after-school reading and writ- 
ing tutoring program that functioned 
with the help of student volunteers 
from both PA and Andover High 
School. 

“About four and a-half years ago I 
went to one of the National Conference 
for School volunteers and realized that 
with expanding the program we could 
serve 10,000 kids rather than just the 
100 or so at the Boys Club,” he said. 

Mr. Edmonds then decided to attend 
a two-day “National Academy” plan- 
ning and training workshop for school 
volunteer program coordinators. He 
also met with some people from the 20- 
year-old School Volunteers for Boston 
program who gave him a lot of advice 
on how to organize and implement a 
successful program in Lawrence. 

On the local level 

Mr. Edmonds then met. with teams 
of teachers and administrators in each 
Lawrence school to begin assessing 
what each school needed and how to 
manage the program on a school-to- 
school basis. There is also a 17-member 
board of directors to help manage the 
program. 

“The success of the program is real- 
ly a shared responsibility,” Mr, 
Edmonds said. 

“The teachers meet with the volun- 
teer they're assigned to and go through 
a mini-orientation program at the 
school so the volunteers can become 
familiar with the teacher they’ll be 
working with and the lessons in the 
classroom. The volunteer then stays in 
close contact with the teacher, who is 
monitoring the work the volunteer 
does with the students,” he said.

Finding help 

Most of the 600 volunteers in the 
School Volunteers for Lawrence pro- 
gram are adults who live or work out- 
side the city. Some of the people were 
asked by the SVL members to volun- 
teer their time and others sought a 
program where they could be involved. 

About one-third of the volunteers 
are from Andover, he said. There is an 
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equal number of male and female vol- 
unteers and most of them work with 
students during the school day. 

“Elementary schools don’t have the 
flexibility with scheduling large 
amounts of time for students to be free 
for tutoring or special programs, 
About 90 percent of the volunteers 
work with students one-on-one in the 
classroom,” Mr. Edmonds said. 

What volunteers do 

Volunteers act as tutors on an indi- 
vidual or small-group level for one or 
two school periods per week. Their 
time in the tutor program helps to 
motivate students when a teacher may 
not be able to give some students the 
individual attention they need to 
achieve. 

Classroom volunteers assist elemen- 
tary school teachers with a variety of 
activities depending upon the interests 
and talents of the volunteer and the 
needs of the teacher. This enrichment 
helps provide support for teachers, 
many of whom have overcrowded 
classrooms, Mr. Edmonds said. 

There is also a volunteer-staffed 
after-school tutoring program at 
Lawrence High School 

The schools’ libraries and office sup- 
port were hard hit by recent budget 
cuts, according to Mr. Edmonds, Vol- 
unteers enable many schools to keep 
their libraries open when other adult 
supervision isn’t available and provide 
clerical support for various offices. 

Other programs where volunteers 
participate are special classroom pre- 
sentations on a particular topic, friend- 
ly readers for younger students, after- 
school enrichment activities such as 
sports, handicrafts and art or science. 

When a teacher discovers a student

who may benefit from one-on-one 
attention he or she contacts Mr. 
Edmonds, who then tries to make a 
match with a volunteer who is avail- 
able during the student's class time. 

Many of Lawrence’s students speak 
English as a_ second language. 
Although the city has a large Spanish- 
speaking population and its Cambodi- 
an and other Asian populations are 
growing, Mr. Edmonds said teachers 
haven’t requested many bilingual 
tutors. He said most of the teachers 
encourage bilingual students to do 
their class work in English. 

Flexible program 

The program is very flexible and 
most volunteers spend one hour each 
week in their assigned classrooms. 
Many volunteer come from area busi- 
ness. AT&T in North Andover sends 
about 85 employees to the program on 
a regular basis, said Mr. Edmonds. 

Merrimack College, Bradford Col- 
lege and PA have all adopted an ele- 
mentary school and send volunteers to 
their respective schools. 

Unfortunately, said Mr, Edmonds, 
Lawrence public schools will be hit 
with more budget cuts in the coming 
years and teachers will have to rely on 
volunteers more and more to provide 
the one-on-one interaction many stu- 
dents need. 

“The school volunteer program is 
valuable at any time, but it’s meant to 
basically be a support program for the 
classroom. Volunteers are never going 
to be substitutes for good teachers,” he 
said.

Here’s what some volunteers do in Lawrence

It’s a busy weekday morning in the 
midst of the holiday season frenzy, but 
a handful of Andover residents are tak- 
ing time to volunteer in the Lawrence 
public schools. 


Donald Sagaser, 56 Chestnut St., 
spends an hour each week working 
with four gifted fifth-grade math stu- 
dents at the Wetherbee School.

Ever since I can remember, music 
filled the air.

of Carlisle Street, a senior at PA who 
played a flute solo in Amesbury Sun- 
day that was pure and wonderful;

She sang a 
solo in Friday’s concert and you've 
probably heard her excellent voice.

Terry Morgan’s father sang and 
her mother played piano. Members 
of her family sang in choirs. She 
played piano as a child and then 
went to Boston University where she 
majored in music. She took voice 
lessons, too. Now her four children 
“are all able to sing,” although, “they 
all like music but they don’t do 
music.” All except her daughter, 
Lora, 12, who sings at Doherty Mid- 
dle School. 

Someone suggested to me that few- 
er children are musical today 
because households don’t sing or 
play music as much since television 
has taken over the entertainment in 
the family. However, William 
Thomas has something encouraging 
to say about that. This year, he said, 
the academy has 60-plus string play- 
ers, some of whom, he said, “are very 
talented.” 

Sixty-plus musicians is more than 
Phillips usually has, he said. “The 
same thing is happening at (Phillips) 
Exeter,” he said.

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Another day off 
from school 


Editor, Townsman: 

I woke up last Friday morning, 
looked out my window and saw that 
the ground was covered with a fresh 
coating of new fallen snow. The 
thought never ocurred to me that the 
two or three inches that had accumu- 
lated would be enough to warrant the 
closing of the schools. I was dead 
wrong — my two kids were granted 
another day off from school because of 
snow, the second for the week. 

To say the least, I was very sur- 
prised that the school department had 
made this decision. I tried to think of 
the rational for the decree — had Bob 
McQuade called up Dr. McQuillan to 
inform him that the Public Works 
Department had already used up the 
month’s snow removal allotment to 
deal with Tuesday’s storm and that the 
streets of Andover could not be made 
safe for the school buses to drive over? 

Was this move part of a clever new 
plan to save on utility expenditures by 
shutting down the school system for a 
few days “because of snow”? Or maybe 
Dr. McQuillan had heard an overly 
zealous weather forecaster on the 
radio predict that we were about to 
experience the Blizzard of ’78 all over 
again. 

Try as I might, I couldn’t think of 
any really solid justification for the 
closing. Sure, there was snow on the 
roads, but not enough to make it too 
risky for the school buses. One would 
expect schools to close in Louisiana 
when it snows a few inches, not in 
Massachusetts. 

Don’t get me wrong. I certainly do 
not advocate placing our precious chil- 
dren in harm’s way if the road condi- 
tions are hazardous. I only question 
the standard the School Department 
uses to evaluate how dangerous road 
conditions are. 


’ My wife and I both have jobs. The 
daily schedule for our family is com- 
plex and finely tuned and outside fac- 
tors that force a change to that sched- 
ule such as business trips and antici- 
pated school closings (holidays, teach- 
er workshops, etc.) create major dis- 
ruptions, Unexpected events, such as 
illness or unanticipated school clos- 
ings, make matters that much more 
difficult to deal with. Usually one of us 
has to stay home from work to be with 
the kids when this kind of thing hap- 
pens. Oftentimes, this means a loss in 
income. In addition, unanticipated 
school closings disrupt our children’s 
education and can only hinder their 
learning process. 

The impact that unanticipated 
school closings have on the families of 
Andover who have children in the 
school system is profound. The deci- 
sion to close the schools for the day is a 
Serious one and is not to be taken light: 
ly. | only hope that what happened last 
Friday is not indicative of a trend 
toward frequent school closings this 
winter.

In reality, however, most rape 
victims, approximately 65 per- 
cent, know their assailant. Date 
rape, or acquaintance rape, is 
one of the fastest-growing and 
least reported crimes in Ameri- 
Ca. 

And with the brouhaha sur- 
rounding the William Kennedy 
Smith rape trial, it is easy to see 
why few victims come forward. 
Can you imagine the victim of 
robbery being asked what color 
his underwear was? In no other 
crime is the victim under such 
scrutiny — the bottom line being, 
“Did she ask for it?” 

No woman asks to be raped. It 
is a contradiction in terms to say 
that some women want to be 
raped, since rape is, by its very 
definition, forced sexual rela- 
tions without the consent of the 
victim. 

Extremely few charges have 
ever been filed by women “cry- 
ing rape.” According to FBI 
statistics, the rate of “false 
reports” for rape is equal to or 
less than that for other violent 
crimes. In addition, medical evi- 
dence, which cannot be fabricat- 
ed, is almost always necessary to 
prosecute an alleged rapist. 

The trial itself is a terrifying 
ordeal for a woman; she must 
repeatedly answer very detailed 
questions about the assault, her 
lifestyle and sexual experiences. 
Finally, the conviction rate for 
rapists is so low that “crying 
rape” is an extremely poor way 
to retaliate against a man. 

Rape is violence and aggres- 
sion, motivated by the desire to 
control and dominate. Rape is 
assault, whether injuries are vis- 
ible or not. Having one’s body 
forcibly violated is violence in 
and of itself.

And, most of all, rape is a crime. A crime 
that Smith now stands charged with. His 
ultimate guilt or innocence should be left to 
the jury. What we as a society must do is 
examine our attitudes about rape, and why 
we continue to blame the victim. 

Every three minutes a woman is raped in 
the United States. One out of four women 
will become the victim of a completed rape 
at some point in her lifetime and one out of 
two will become the victim of an attempted 
rape. 

With statistics as alarming at these, it is 
safe to assume that all of us will be touched 
by the crime in one way or another — be it 
your mother, your sister, your wife, your- 
self. We must actively work to change the 
system and put the blame where it belongs 
squarely on the shoulders of the rapist.

nights of hearings on Nov. 12, Nov. 26 and 
last Tuesday night, Dec. 10. 

The neighbors’ concerns focused mostly 
on the development’s impact on traffic, espe- 
cially at the intersections of Canterbury and 
Lowell streets, Lowell and Beacon streets, 
where the new road would come out onto 
Beacon. 

Neighbors also expressed concern with 
the agreement between the country club and 
the town to consider the golf course as the 
green space required in cluster develop- 
ments. 

They also said they didn’t want undevel- 
oped lots left open with piles of dirt being 
blown by the wind for long periods of time. 
That is something residents said has been 
done on other sections of the club’s develop- 
ment. 


The current proposal 

Section five proposes 108 house lots situat- 
ed on 163 acres of land, approximately 87 of 
which would be the greenspace primarily 
consisting of the tees, fairways and greens of 
the 18-hole golf course. 

A road, Country Club Lane, would run 
from the end of Canterbury Street, near the 
golf course clubhouse, across the course and 
out onto Beacon Street. The Beacon Street 
intersection would be just south of the inter- 
section with Chandler Road and north of 
West Elementary School. Three cul-de-sac 
roads would run off Country Club Lane. 

A sidewalk would be constructed along 
the golf course side of Beacon Street from 
Country Club Lane to the school. A sidewalk 
would also run along Country Club Lane. 

A greenbelt trail would cross Beacon 
Street near the Country Club Lane entrance 
and run along the sidewalk and across the 
golf course and out the other side of the prop- 
erty near the intersection with Canterbury 
Street, crossing one fairway in the process. 

The Board of Health has already approved 
a plan to connect the proposed development 
to the town sewer. This agreement was con-

tingent on the club forfeiting its right to con- 
nect sections three and four to the sewer if 
and when they are developed. 

The town sewer in the area does not have 
the capacity for all three sections. Sections 
three and four provide for about 70 more 
homes. 

The Conservation Commission has also 
approved a plan for the project, including 
setting up the Cormier-Andover Greenbelt 
Corporation, which will be controlled by the 
developer, to oversee maintenance of the 
greenspace, 

Planners said that although the golf 
course is not everyone's idea of what green 
space should be, even more homes could 
probably be put on the property if the golf 
course land were turned into house lots. 

The board has to vote on the proposal on 
Jan. 14 because of legal constraints. 

The developer has already installed tem- 
porary electric lines and a construction trail- 
er near Beacon Street in anticipation of the 
project’s approval, according to statements 
made by Mr. Cormier and planners Monday 
night.

Level funding 
could keep 
pay down 


This is the first in an occasional series on 
town employee salaries the Townsman will 
run between now and April Town Meeting. 
The list at left is just a small part of the town 
payroll.

Selectmen and Finance Committee mem- 
bers Monday night indicated they may pre- 
sent a level-funded budget to voters at spring 
Town Meeting again this year, and leave it 
up to voters whether to override to save 
some town services and jobs. 

Several positions were cut last year to 
adhere to a level-funded budget. Two full- 
time police officers were laid off and other 
less visible cuts were made in departments 
town-wide. 

The pressure for town employees to 
forego raises to avoid layoffs last year will 
no doubt surface again this spring. 

The list, at left, of employees’ salaries are 
for calendar year 1990, and do not reflect 
those staffing changes made last year. 

The figures listed are for calendar year 
1990, and the amount listed should be the 
Same gross amount as appeared on the 
employees’ W-2 forms, barring any individu- 
al withholding requests. 


Town manager 

The 1990 figures reflect a change of town 
managers mid-year. 

Kenneth Mahony resigned on Feb. 2, and 
Buzz Stapcezynski did not start his job until 
June 4. Mr. Stapezynski’s 1990 pay reflects 
nearly seven months of his annual $75,000 
salary. 

Barbara Gaunt was executive secretary to 
the town manager in 1990, but retired in 
June of this year. She continues to work 
part-time for the town manager. 

Sandra Cassano, formerly assistant town 
clerk, is now executive secretary to Mr. 
Stapcezynski. 


Mary Jane Burwell, administrative secre- 
tary in the manager’s office in 1990, has 
moved over to the data processing depart- 
ment. 


Election and Registration 

Election and registration workers are 
hired as needed to register voters before 
elections and town meetings, and to work at 
the meetings and the polls. 


Andover had one town election, a state 
election and two town meetings in 1990. This 
year, 1991, expenses would be slightly less 
because, even though there was not a state 
election, there were two town meetings, the 
town election and a special election for an 
override vote on May 6. 


Four elections next year should drive 
these expenses up some. How much depends 
on the number of nights for town meeting, 
whether a special town meeting is called, 
whether any special elections for override 
votes are needed. Elections already sched-

(Continued from page |} 
have to either pay more taxes or get 
less services. 

Members of the Board of Selectmen, 
Finance Committee and School Com- 
mittee discussed the $30 million Capi- 
tal Improvement Program proposal 
outlined by the town manager. Only 
two residents attended the public hear- 
ing and discussion. 

Another joint meeting to discuss the 
capital spending proposal was sched- 
uled for Wednesday night, Dec. 11, 
after the Townsman went to press. 
Selectmen are scheduled to vote on the 
CIP at their next board meeting this 
Monday night, Dec. 16. The meeting 
begins at 7:30 p.m. 

The CIP was mandated by a bylaw 
passed at Town Meeting last April. The 
bylaw requires the CIP be voted on by 
selectmen at least one month prior to 
the town manager’s budget proposal, 
so it can be included in it. The town 
manager’s budget proposal is due out 
Jan, 18. 

One of the main purposes of Monday 
night’s joint meeting was to hear the 
School Committee’s input on the plan. 
Richard Hubbell, School Committee 
member, dropped a bomb on the select- 
men when he told them the commit- 
tee’s priority was not the replacement 
windows and air quality as outlined in 
the town manager's CIP, but space 
needs. 

“We're talking something in the 
neighborhood of $10 million in addi- 
tional space,” Mr. Hubbell said. 

The town will have to build a new

school, make major additions to two 
schools or consider minor modifica- 
tions and portable classrooms in the 
near future, Mr. Hubbell said. 

The School Committee indicated it 
would probably have an article on the 
April Town Meeting warrant request- 
ing $250,000 to have a plan drawn up 
for a new school. More specifics on that 
article may be brought up Wednesday 
night. 

The School Committee also said that 
it could use $900,000, the amount pro- 
posed in the CIP for the entire capital 
improvement budget in fiscal 1993, just 
to maintain the schools. 

Level-funded budget likely 

Much of the discussion focused on 
how a $1.5 million drop in debt service 
in fiscal 1993 is going to be re-allocated, 


_and whether it should go into the oper- 


ating budget or to capital improve- 
ments. 

Buzz Stapezynski, the town manag- 
er, recommended in the capital spend- 
ing proposal splitting the $1.5 million 
50/50 between capital and the operat- 
ing budget.

(Continued from page |) 
board, “isn’t? prepared to make 
improvements in the physical plant at 
the expense of cutting 20 teachers.” 
The projects that need attention 
include the leaky roof and poor air han- 
dling system in the Bancroft Elemen- 
tary School, the insufficient lighting 
system in both South Elementary and 
West Middle schools, the leaking foun- 
dation and wet cellar problem at West 
Elementary School that forced the 
school to close for a week last month 
and the heating and air handling sys- 
tem at Andover High School, according 
to School Committee Chairman 
Christopher Outwin. 


The committee also said it will need 
$250,000 for planning a 450-pupil ele- 


‘mentary school in West Andover for 


the 1997-1998 school year. The school 
would most likely cost $10 million to 
build, but the money would have to be 
borrowed and could end up costing tax- 
payers twice that after 20 years. Both 
expenditures would have to be 
approved by voters at town meeting. 
Mr. Hubbell said the maintenance 


Don Robb, Finance Committee 
chairman, pointed out that the $1.5 mil- 
lion, which is available next year 
because several capital debts will be 
paid off this year, is already capital 
funds. 


“All of that is capital,’ Mr. Robb 


said. “If we put that all into capital, we 
are not taking it away from the operat- 
ing budget to do so.” 

Every year the town has been letting 
capital funding be cut to keep the level 
of services up and maintain staff, Mr. 
Robb said. Last year, for the first time, 
the municipal maintenance budget was 
reduced to zero in exchange for saving 
jobs and keeping services, such as Sun- 
day library hours. 

A policy is going to have to be set as 
to where to draw the line on saving 
those things, Mr. Robb said.

money has been returned to the 
schools’ operating budget during the 
past three years because state-aid cuts 
kept deflating the school budget and 
salary and insurance costs kept 
increasing. 


By the 1997-1998 school year the 
School Committee anticipates the 
growing number of elementary-school- 
aged children in the western part of 
town will necessitate a new school or 
addition onto existing buildings on the 
boarder of West Andover.

The Board of Selectmen will vote at 
its Monday night, Dec. 16, meeting on 
what to include in the town’s Capital 
Improvement Plan that has to be put 
before voters at the April Town Meet- 
ing.

Finance Committee members said 
the level-funded budget with optional 
overrides of Proposition 2 1/2 might be 
the best way to go to let residents 
choose what services they want. 

“If you want a bigger pie, you'll have 
to pay more for it,’ Mr. Robb said. 

Members of all three groups that 
took part in the discussion agreed 
Monday night’s talk was the best 
among them in a long time. The split 
over the override issue last year “is 
gone,” said Gerald Silverman, chair- 
man of the Board of Selectmen. 


Town census to 
be mailed soon 


The town census will be mailed the 
first week of January. 

Anyone leaving town for an extend- 
ed period of time should contact the 
town clerk’s office so they are not 
dropped from the census rolls. 


Increasingly the town clerk’s office 
is receiving requests for residency 
verification, especially to prove resi- 
dency for public school admittance. 


The only legal way the town clerk 
of any municipality can verify resi- 
dency is through the town census. 

Also, the law is explicit in that all 
registered voters must verify residen- 
cy each year to remain on the voter 
rolls. There are two primaries, a town 
election, and a presidential election in 
1992. 


A person’s 1992 census form will 
indicate if he or she is a registered 
voter in the town. The town clerk’s 
office urges those who aren’t regis- 
tered to watch the papers for special 
registration sessions that will include 
nights and weekends.

RECYCLING 


By Virginia Cole 

It would be nice to 
blame all our recy- 
cling problems on 
John Sununu, 
because he is not in 
government any 
more and so we 
might feel the prob- 
lems would be 
solved. 

The problems do 
involve no-action by 
government or less- 
than-enthusiastic 
action by govern- 
ment agencies, Close 
to home we have the 
good example of 
Plastics Again in 
Leominster and the 
McDonalds chain. 
We were very much 
in the forefront on 
this promising devel- 
opment of recycling 
polystyrene plastics. 
Our McDonald’s was 
one of the first in the 
country to recycle 
the polystyrene clam 
shell. And Plastics 
Again was anxious 
to receive the mate- 
rial. All our schools 
were pushed on line 
and Andover was 
eV (OM Mak aay fe 
polystyrene “the 
new way.” But the 
lack of government 
cooperation reared 
its ugly head. 
Because McDonalds 
customers weren't 
yet educated in recy- 
cling enough to sepa- 
rate their containers 
and their garbage 
completely, Mas- 
sachusetts inspec- 
tors dealt the pro- 
gram a fatal blow, 
They decided Plas- 
tics Again was not 
just a plastics proces- 
sor but was a 
garbage transfer sta- 
tion. This changed 
the tax benefit status 
of the new industry 
and neither govern- 
ment nor private 
industry (which 
don't talk to each 
other very much) 
came up with a solu- 
tion. 

Plastics Again 
failed; McDonalds no 
longer recycles and 
we are back to 
Square one. Howev- 
er, McDonalds keeps 
trying and its now 
lighter-weight quilt 
wrapping achieved 
the EPA mandated 


Shrinking waste pro- ’ 
duction standard on 
Weight and volume, 
But this change 
by McDonalds, 
which it couldn't 
help, weakened the 
slowly emerging 
foam-plastics recy 
cling industry. As 
one of the nation’s 


largest suppliers of 
polystyrene waste, 
McDonalds had been 
a critical element in 
the supply of the 
product for recycled 
plastics yet to come. 
What happened? 
There has been little 
connection between 
industry and govern 


the future or imme- 
diate help. 

The McDonalds 
incident is a real 
tragedy. It could 
have been the largest 
public environmen 
tal education project 
some- in U.S. _ history.

Couple charged 
with defrauding 
mortgage firms 


Following a 18-month investigation 
an Andover couple was arrested Thurs- 
day, Dec. 5, at their home by the Feder- 
al Bureau of Investigation in connec- 
tion with a scheme to defraud mortgage 
companies of as much as $2.3 million. 

According to the FBI, Mark and Gina 
Lunardo, 32 and 30, respectively, of 15 
Sagamore Drive, along with four others 
orchestrated a plan to defraud mort- 
gage companies by obtaining mort- 
gages on 10 properties on the North 
Shore, inflating their true market val- 
ue, reselling the properties and pocket: 
ing the difference. The Lunardos were 
released on $25,000 unsecured bail. 

In a “land flip,” property is sold and 
resold, then mortgaged for far more 
than it is actually worth. Those 
involved in the flip walk away with the 
money and the bank or mortgage com- 
pany is stuck with the overvalued prop- 
erty, according to the FBI. 

Also named in the indictment was a 
second couple from Swampscott, who 
according to the FBI would located buy- 
ers and sellers, enabling the properties 
to be flipped. The Swampscott couple 
would direct the ultimate buyer to the 
Lunardos, who operated USA-1 a mort: 
gage firm. The Lunardos, according to 
the FBI, took loan applications and 
underwrote the application falsely. 

If the Lunardos are convicted they 
could face up to five years in prison as 
well as a $250,000 fine.

broken plugs or loose bulb sockets. 
Replace any defective parts. 

* Disconnect or turn off lights 
when changing bulbs or when 
watering the tree. 

- Don’t keep a tree that has dry, 
brittle or shedding needles. A tree 
that is no longer fresh is a fire haz- 
ard. 

* If a fuse blows, unplug and 
remove some of your lighting. Be 
sure to replace a blown fuse with 
one having the same ampere rating.
